administration of justice have come to 


expect that people of that kind, and 
tueir friends and associates, so far as 
possible, will do their utmost to en- 
deavour to assist them in escaping 
from the penalty of their crimes, and, 
whether rightly or wrongly, both the 
public, and to a cettain extent thore 
engaged in the administration of jus- 
tice, have been prone to cast a mantle 
of charity over efforts that are made 
by friends of the alleged criminals to 
prevent them meeting the penalty of 
the crimes with which « they were 
charged. 

“Things of that kind, however,would 
not be expected in connection with 
n conse of this kind, connected with 
the large business interests of a com- 
munity and connected with men who 
are engaged in what is, in itself, a 
proper business, and one that is of 
benefit to the community. ffl 
Not Expected to Destroy Evidence. 

“Tt would not be expected that men 
of that more particularly re- 
presentative men of that class, would 


class, 


take part in the destruction or sup- 
pression of evidence. I have stated 
before during the progress of this 


trial that the mere fact that people 
destreved documents or books is no 
evideice so far as this court is con- 
cerned, That those documents or 
those books contained evidence that 
would convict eitrer themselves ot 
any other person, is quite clear, but 
‘when we find that at a particular 
time in the history of the business 
about which this inquiry is made that 
four different people,ocoupying officia' 
positions in regard to the same class 
of Dusiness and the same class of as- 
sociation, the secretary of the advis 
ory board in Alberta of the Western 
Retail Dealers’ asosciation,the Calgary 
director of the Alberta Retail associa- 
tion, the secretary of the Alberta Re- 
tail Association and the secretary of 
the Mountain Millers ‘association, at 
just about the same time and with 
absolutely no reason that would be be- 
lieved by any veasonable person, de 
stroy documents connected with large 
and important bus/ness transactions, 
it is impossible te beileve that those 
particular individuals did not con 
sider that that evidence, if produc- 
ed, would, so far as they themselves 
or their associates are coneerned, 
be of an incriminating nature. | 
simply say this, not that it has any 
thing to do with this case, but 
cause remarks have been made in re 
gard to the mater before. The mere 
fact that that evidence was destroyed 
does not assist me in the slightest in 
coming to a conclusion in this case. 
We must consider and come to a con- 
clusion absolutely upon the evidence 
that hus been produced, not upon thi 
evidence that might be produced or 
the suspicions that various people or 
the court might have in regard to the 
conduct of the business. 

«S No Case as to.Western. 
“Now, in regard to the charges that 
have been laid in respect, first, of the 
Western Retail association and _ the 
conspiracy that has been charged in 
connection with them, it will not be 
necessary to take up any particulai 


time in dealing with that class of 
offences. The evidence has shown, 
to my mind, at least, conclusively 


that upon the 31st of December, 1905 
that association, as an active partici 
pant in the business of Alberta, ceas- 
ed to be of any effect, and, so far as 
the aceused in this case is concerned 
that after that date nothing was ap 
parently done in the province of Al 


berta that would entitle him to be 
charged with participation in a 
criminal conspiracy, so far as the 
Western Retail Association is con- 


cerned. Evidence has been adduced 
that would go to show that, if the 
course of conduct pursued by that as 
sociation in the years previous to tha‘ 


had continued during 1906, that i 
would be a very proper subject of in 
vestigation, but, as it has been re 


moved as an active parti¢ipant in the 
affairs of Alberta, it does not now 
come within the jurisdiction of thir 
court to deal with that matter. 


Will Not Assume Perjury Charge.
